In 1788, eighty-five numbers, since 
vathered into a work styled the ‘ Fed- 
eralist,’ were published in New York, 
signed ‘ Publius,’ but written by Jobp 
Jay, Alexander Hamilton and James 
Madison. These articles were written and 
published in defense of the new Constl- 
tution and to aid in inducim}® the people 
of New York to ratify it. Being the 
productions ef different minds, and of 
minds, too, that had set out with very 
different theories of what government 
ought to be adopted, and which soon dif- 
fered as widely as the poles in regard to 
the nature and powers of (he government 
created by the c. nstitution, entire har- 
mony of views is not to be expected, as 
in a commentary by one person. Ham- 
ilton became a leader of the Federal 
party, and Madison of that which called 
itself Republican : Moreover, though the 
work is a commentary upon the consti- 
tution, it was bot such ap ope as ab im- 
partial furiseonsult writes, bot also a 
defensé or apology for it by its friends, as 
advoeates, honest but partial, intended 
torecommend it tothe popular esteem. 

It is chiefly valuabie in the inquiry in 
which we are now engaged, as cvidence, 
of what the’constitution wae then under- 
stood to be by its framers, and by the 
convention; and of what it was repre- 
sented to be, to the people, and by them 
understood to be.

“In the Confederacy,’ said Mr. Madi- 
son, in the 43d number, “ founded on 
republican pripciples, and composed of 
Repuldican members, the sunerintending 
goverument ought glearly to possess au- 
thority to defend the system against 
aristoeratic or monorchial innovations. 
The more intimate nature of such an 
Union may be, the greater interest have 
the members in the political institutions 
of each other; and the greater right to 
insist, that the forms of government 
under which the evnjact was entered 
into shouid be substantially maintained.’’ 
This was in reference to that provision of 
the constitution by which the Congress 
was to guarantee to every State in f/ir 
Cyiign a republican form of govern- 
ment.’ ‘Thus we bave here, under the 
constitution, a Confederacy, a Union, a 
rinfending government, all estab- 
lished. by the compact between the 
States.

My Dear Uactle: Rather more than 
two years ago | paid a visit to the United 
States, and forwarded some letters to 
you through Mr. 
the Alabama,’’ whom-I had 
wevicusly in South America. Of course 
} eojuld not visit you, on account of the 
war, and I soon left the States for HKo- 
livia, where towards the end of the year 
1 wrote a short essay expressing my 
views on the war; but by the time it 
reacbed Engiaud it Was manifestly too 
late for publication. In this letter I shall 
take the liberty of conveying my present 
views, for although the northern states 
«encceeded by main force in subjugating 
the south, capbot bring myself to be- 
lieve that success changes wrong into 
right, or in any Way alters the moral 
question involved. My own political 
tendencies are liberal, lo a certain if not 
easily definable extent democratic, nay, 
even republican; if anything could de- 
stroy the coufidence I feel in the justice 
of the southern claims, it would be the 
eonviction thet her cause was the cause 
of retrogression., I can conscientiously 
say that my sympathies in her favor 
were bot in spite of, but because of my 
sympathies with freedom; not that I 
ppstuered the south altogether rightaud 
the north altogether wrong, but, aecord- 
ing to my understanding, the balance of 
right and justice was greatly in favor of 
the former; and this, notwithstanding 
the existence of slavery, which, can- 
didly, Lregard as an evil in so much that 
it is out of keeping with those features of 
civilization and progress which are char- 
acteristic of the age. I do not think, 
however, that the success of the south 
would have entailed the permanency of 
slavery; it is probable’ that 
the Confederacy, ouce isolated and un- 
shielded by the moral power of the 
whole union would before long have 
yielded to the pressure of public opinion. 
J ean never rid myself of the impression 
that with the majority of federal sympa- 
thisers this question of slavery wasonly a 
bait toentrap the unwary intoa false issue: 
the real motives of their advocacy of the 
northern cause being concealed and aito- 
ether distinct. That slavery flourished 
in the southern states was chiefly owing 
to the demands of New England and 
Lancashire cotten spinners, and it issug- 
gestive of dishonesty that the represeut- 
atives of these interests, who throughout 
the war were the bitterest declaimers 
‘against the south, should not have sue- 
ceeded in impressing upon tbe world their 
discovery of the “ diabolical’ and “ atro- 
cious” nature of slavery until the 
union was imperiled, their profits de- 
stroyed and their political aspirations 
endangered. 

If there existed a consciencious con vic- 
tion that slavery, was wrong, surely or- 
dinary justice rebe ls against the thought 
of punistnng the south alone for a fault 
equally encouraged by others; common 
sense would have suggested a sufficient 
remedy in the prohibition of slave grown 
cotton. One cannohbut doubt the phi- 
lanthropy which istulges itself solely at 
the expense of others. It is a new and 
somewhat startling doctrine that the 
of a peqple lo an independent na- 
tionality should de nd upon their pre- 
existent political, re igious or moral con- 
vietiou®.

Hitherto America has won the respect of 
the world, not because she is strong, but 
because she is free. Butif it be really 
true, as the mournful experience of the 
last five years would seem to indicate, 
that her people prefer power to liberty, 
then will the world have reason te regret 
the destruction of the hopes awakeued 
at her birth. 

It iseo impossible to deny the right of 
the south to eatablish her independence 
in accordance with the precedeut set by 
the existence of the union itself, that 
whenever an attempt is madeto defend 
her upon this groand, it is universally 
met either by shifting the argument or 
by a flat denial of the conditions neces 
sary for a justification of separation : 
first, that the south had any reasonable 
motive for secession ; secondly, that such 
secession was in accordance with the 
Wish of the mass of the free population. 
Under such circumstances it is of course 
useless to argue. Generations will prol- 
ably elapse before the turmoil of passion 
roused by the mighty contest subsides 
sufficientiy to admit of justice being 
done tothe south. The partisans of the 
victors enjoy the all powerful argument 


of success, and the sympathizers with 
conquered are reduced to silence and 
are become indifferent. For me, the 
subject possesses an unflagging interest ;
